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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 6, 9 and 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The recitation of "the power control signal" recited in claim 6, lines 11-12 
lacks antecedent basis. 

The recitation of claim 9 is vague since it is unclear of what corresponding 
formula is in order to implement at least one of the look-up tables. 

The recitation of "the power supply block" recited in claim 11, line 1 and 
"the wireless device radio signals" recited at line 3 lack antecedent basis. 

The recitation of "the power supply block" recited in claim 12, line 1 lacks 
antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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4. Claims 1-5, 7, 10, 14-16 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 

anticipated by Ichikawa (US 2002/0013157; art cited by applicant). 

Regarding claims 1-5, 10 and 14-16, Ichikawa, as shown in figure 1 1 , 
teaches a power control system for mobile/base stations using the TPC 
(Transmission Power Control) bit in the closed loop power control mode. 
Transmit power amplifier (25) is controlled by variable power amplification control 
unit (18), which,. in turn, is controlled by baseband signal processor (22). The 
TPC bit is extracted from the received signal (12, 26, 24) to determine the power 
level to be transmitted. (See Fig. 1 for a flow-chart of the process). The power 
control system also takes into account of the environmental factors such as 
temperature, power supply voltage, transmit frequency, as well as the code 
multiplicity (a baseband parameter relating to the modulation form). See 
paragraph [0059]. The power control system controls the gain or bias levels of 
the cascaded amplifiers (13, 14, 15 of Fig. 11) based on the above conditions. In 
particular, the collector voltage of the power amplifier is controlled to improve 
efficiency. See paragraphs [0065], [0066] and [0069]. 

Regarding claims 7 and 19, Ichikawa further teaches controlling the 
various supply voltages above a minimum voltage level. See Fig. 2, 3, 6-8 and 
paragraphs [0047] - [0053] and [0062]. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 6, 9 and 11-13 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 8, 17 and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Reference Sahota (US 2003/0002452) is cited because it is 
pertinent to the power control system. However, the cited reference fails to teach or 
suggest the further limitations of the power supply means (claim 6) or the corresponding 
method step (claims 17 and 18), the power supply level adjustment generator with the 
look-up tables (claims 8 and 9), or the calibration of the power supply block (claims 11- 
13).
